of the public schools and the citizens of 
Reno are to be congratulated on the 
success of the Institute which has just 
close:!. 
The purpose for which the 


gathering of the educators of Nevada 
was intended has been well subserved. 
The association of any class who have 
a common calling leaves its impress, 
and when the association is to give 
character, to promote the interest and to 
elevate a particular calling, those who 
form it go hence strengthened for the 
work before them. Not only that, bat 
they carry with them much of new ma- 
terial to be utilize,! in their future ef- 
forts. The more intelligent those who 
compose th« association arc, the moro 
each member gams by contact. Hence 
the good results that have followed each 
State Institute that has been held, not 
only in Nevada but in each of the sibtsr 
States, where the educators have form- 
ally combined to promote (ha interests 
of education. The school work in Ne- 
vada hai been making most favorable 
progress, and the standard of the educa- 
tor is being steadily and saroly raised. 
This is one of the outgrowths of the 
State Teachers' Institute, which is the 
principal mainspring that keeps the 
spirit of progress moving. Kono has 
ever been ready to do her share tow.ml 
encouraging these Institutes, beoause ol 
the salutary effect they have upon tho 
citizens and our common sohool-i, of 
which all have a just reasou to be proud.

Mllcusc of Congressmen. 


WASHINGTON, 
November 
24.—The 


clerks in the office of the Sargeant-nt- 
Arms of the House of Representatives 
are busily engaged in revising the mile- 
age account of the members of the next 
Congress. Under the law each repre- 
sentative is entitled to mileage of 20 
cents a mile. In the case of M. A. 
Smith, the new Delegate from Arizona, 
the sum of $1,600 will be paid to him 
for his expenses from Tombstone and 
back again. Mr. Herman, of Oregon, 
who comes next on the list, will be paid 
$1,340. The two San Franoisoo mem- 
bers, Messrs. Morrow and Felton, who 
will travel 6,346 miles ouch, will re- 
ceive $1,269. Mr. Crain, of Texas, who 
is 2,000 miles from Washington, will be 
allowed $800. Mr. Millikeu. of Maine, 
whose home is 703 miles east of Wasb. 
ington, will receive $281. 
Mr. Dough- 


erty, of Florida, $456, and the New 
York City members $92 each, enough 
to pay their traveling expenses a half- 
dozen times or more. 


The smallest mileage credit will be 


given to Mr. Lee, of Alexandria, Va., 
who will succeed Mr. Barboar, of that 
place. 
Alexandria in eight miles dis- 


tant from Washington. 
According to 


those Sergeant-at-arms' computations, 
Mr. Lee will therefore receive the sum 
of $3 20. Mr. Holman will draw the 
sum of $254, Mr. Carlisle $210, and Mr. 
Randall, who lives in Washington but 
who represents a Philadelphia district, 
$55. 


The general belief at Washington is 


that the old officers of the House, with 
the exception of Chaplian, will be re- 
elected. Outside candidates for the va- 
rious offices are simply maneuvering to 
secure good subordinate positions.

Proceeding* of the Present Session. 


WJEDSZSDAT EVENING. 


At the evening session ex-Snpt. Jos. 


O'Connor, of San Francisco, delivered 
an address in which hepointed out come 
of the defects in the present school 
system. In his estimation the greatest 
three faults are, unfit Boards of Educa- 
tion, untrained teachers, and insufficient 
inspection. A business man 
on a 


school board naturally looks after the 
business of the schools and leaves the 
educational part of the work to some 
other member of the board while an 
educator on the Board neglects the 
business. 
JL business man makes about 


as great a failure in educational work as 
a teacher does lu business matters. 
Boards o! Education should not be 
lected at a general election. They 
hould be appointed by some responsi- 
)le public body such as the Judges, 
"here are too many untrained teaohsrs 
who mutt gain their experience at the 
ost of many pupils who can ill-afford 
o be experimented with. Every High 
School should train one or more pnpil 
eachers, not tor a day or a month, but 
or the whole term. Inspectors should 
>e thoioughly competent. They should 
o well paid, thus enabling them to de- 


vote their whole time to (he work. Mr. 
O'Connor spoke briefly in favor of the 
establishment of a National Normal 
School. 


THURSDAY MOBMNO. 


Daring the morning session the Iia- 


ititute was favored with music by Mrs. 
Dr. Thoma and Miss Myrtle Sabin. 
Che Committee on Music and those who 
lave favored the Institute w.t'u such ex- 
cellent musia are deserving of thanks. 
Chere has been more and better music 
nt this session of the Institute thaa at 
any other session in the last five years. 


Ex-Sapt. O'Connor took up the siab- 


ects "Education and Self Improve 
ment," and advised the teachers never 
o read without making full notes of 
what they read. 


Mr. W. M 
Miller, of the 
State 


University, gave some very interesting 
experiments in physiology. 


The debate on the text book question 


was long and somewhat rambling. The 
State Supt. held that books recom- 
mended by the State Board were in ef- 
fect adopted and that teachers must asa 
them. Mr. D. Allen, 
es-Supt. 
of 


Washes county, held that there is a 
wide difference between the meaning of 
adopted and 
that 
of recommended. 


Most teachers will agree with Mr. 
Allen.

tion and passed unanimously:

nor, of California, Hon. C. S. Young, ol 
Nevada, and other eminent educators o!

its annual sessions in San Francisco,

WHEBEAS, The efforts of these gentle- 


men have been crowned with success in 
that the National Educational Associa- 
tion will hold its next session in San 
Francisco in July, 1888; therefore, 


Besolved, That the members of the 


Nevada Educational Association tender 
their thanks to Professor O'Connor aac 
Hon. 0. S. Young for their distinguished 
services in behalf of education on the 
Pacific Coast. 


Besolved, That we pledge our beat ef- 


forts to make the session of the Nationa' 
Educational Association in San Fran- 
cisco one of the largest and best meet- 
ifigs in the history of the Association

SETTLING AND SLIDING.—The Enter- 


prise says Virginia City, from the Chol- 
ar and Potosi on the south to the Ophir 
on the north, and from what is known 
as the Virginia ledge on the west for an 
ndefinita distance on the eas>t, but in- 
cluding a line, gay fiom the C. & C. 
shaft notth and south, seems to be an 
animated mass of eliding nnd raising 
and falling earth. Some 60 feet above 
Summit street, cornrnenciug at the Sav- 
age and running to the Chollar, the 
point of departure between the moving 
earth and the firm west country rock is 
cleaily marked, without a break, by a 
slide varying from two feet to nine or 
ten feet in depth. It is plainly visible 
[rom every part of town, and ninety- 
nine perbons of every hundred believes 
it is n road built theie by the county or 
water company. It winds around the 
little gulches and aiouncl the mountain 
oa regnlaily as though it was built for 
an even lailroad giade, and the wall it 
exposes is as clearly denned as any 
miner wants to look at. At the Ophir 
"blossom," or oroppings, just below 
their tank, the lowest depression is at- 
tained. The water company's pipes are 
pulled apart, jammed and other injury 
done. 
The Enterprise saya this agita 


tion will doubtless go on as long os 
mining work is done on the lode, but it 
will always be of the same character 
that it is now. There will be no sod- 
den downfall—so long as the mining is 
not done too near the surface, and so 
long as proper timbering is clone. So 
timid people need lose no sleep on ac- 
count of our immense m'.uiug opera- 
tions. 


NEW MODE OF WASHING.—The ill ef- 


fects of soda on linen have given rise to 
a new method of washing, which has 
been extensively adopted in Germnny 
and introduced into Belgium. 
The 


operation consists in dissolving two 
pounds of soap in about three gallons 
of water as hot us the hand can bear, 
nnd adding to this one tablespoonful ol 
turpentine and three of liquid ammonia 
The mixture rnuat then be well stirred, 
aud the linen steaped in it for two or 
three hours, taking care to cover up the 
vessel containing them as nearly her- 
metically 09 possible. 
The clothes are 


afterward washed out and rinsed in the 
usual way. The soap and water may be 
reheated and used a second time, but in 
that case half a tablespoonful of turpen- 
tine and a tablespoonfnl of ammonia 
must be added. The process in said to 
cause a great economy of time, l 
and fuel. The linen scarcely suffers at 
all, as there is little necessity for rub- 
bing, and its cleanliness and color are 
perfect. The ammonia and turpentine, 
although their detersive action is great 
have no injurious effect upon the linen 
and while the former evaporates imme- 
diately, the smell of the latter is said to 
disappear entirely during the drying o 
the clothes.
